The Federal government, un­ 
der President Roosevelt, has clari­ 
fied the situation in the Xational 
banks, so to be able to compete with 
national banks, Illinois must amend 
their present law.

can be liable only for his full value 
of the stock he owns and no more.

Im posing Pre-Inca Fortress 
On a hill above the city of Cuzco, 
ancient capital of tho Inca emj*«e 
and the third largest city in Peru, 
stands an im posing pre-Inca fortress 
known as Sacsahuam an. It is built 
zigzag lines of huge stones, sonic 
which weigh 20 tons and are 18 ft 
high. 
The quarries for the stor 
have never been discovered, I 
they m ust have been dragged for 
m iles by hundreds of slaves. In the 
sam e area is a peculiar slope of 
solid rock combed with grooves, 
called the Rodadero. 
For years it 
was believed 
the form ation was 
caused by a glacier, but 
experi­ 
ments with sm aller stones from Hie 
Sacsahuam an 
showed 
they fitted 
perfectly into the grooves and in­ 
dicated the ancient Indians had dug 
the grooves into the rock and used 
the formation as a work-bench to 
round, shape and polish the fortress 
blocks, probably using water to wet 
the stone.

passed by congress Decem ber 
22

plying only to France and England.

The Ninth Annual Conference 
of the Arlington Heights Region 
was held Thursday, October 20, in 
St. Paul Evangelical church, Elgin, 
beginning at 9:30 a. rn. A few of 
the “high-lights” of the addresses 
which were delivered are: 
In keeping with the them e 
the conference, “Unity, the Source 
of Power,” the Reverend Donald C. 
Beatty, chaplain of the Elgin State 
Hospital, spoke on 
the subject, 
‘‘Unity W ithin the Self.” He stated 
that ‘‘a personality divided against 
itself cannot stand.” and that “ peo­ 
ple with mental disorders are far 
more like ourselves than we can 
imagine.” The “Concept of Self” 
emerges from a myriad 
of ideas 
conceived during behaviour. 
We 
gain a picture of ourselves by the 
way other people react towards us. 
Peculiarity of actions on the part of 
those individuals who arc' not able 
to make a normal and healthy ad ­ 
justm ent to society as a whole are 
simply symptomatic of a hunger for 
fulfillment of the basic desires of 
life; e. g., recognition, love, etcet­ 
era.’ In a rather challenging way, 
the speaker concluded his address 
by stating that religious education 
should occupy an im portant place in 
enabling individuals to make a right 
adjustm ent to life. “ Some people 
know only the ‘taboo’ of religion 
but 
never the 
‘releases’.” 
They 
have a “super-policeman idea of 
God.” Christianity teaches that we 
are “more than ourselves,” th at we 
can enter into a great partnership 
with God. If we are to attain a de­ 
gree of unity within our own per­ 
sonality, we m ust attain “that uni­ 
ty beyond ourselves in God.” 
The 
Reverend 
Frederick 
W. 
Schroeder, president of the North 
Illinois District of the Evangelical 
and Reformed Church, was the sec- 


er for the Evangelization of the 
World for Christ. The local churches 
were regarded as “pivoted points” 
in this process. The following foul 
phases of local church activity were 
then stressed: (I) Necessity of the 
Spirit of Evangelism ; (2) Neces­ 
sity of C hristian Fellowship (Sense 
of Belonging); (3) Feeling of the 
Glory of C hrist’s Kingdom; and 
(4) Sending of our young people 
into definite Christian Service. The 
0f | speaker concluded his rather dy­ 
namic address by referring to the 
admonishing words of Dr. Harry 
Em erson Fosdick (Quote) “ Beware 
lest our religion becomes just an­ 
other demand on our life.” Bru­ 
baker believes it can be a Great Re­ 
source.

Pigeon’s Milk 
Pigeon’s milk is the nam e given 
to a milky secretion which is eject­ 
ed from the crops of both male and 
female doves and pigeons and fed 
to their young during the early 
stages. 
Pigeon’s milk is not com­ 
posed of food that has been partly 
digested and then regurgitated, as 
often supposed, although it may 
serve to moisten such food. Certain 
cells in the double walls of the crop 
undergo a change to a cheeselike 
substance, and this substance when 
mixed with mucus and perhaps an­ 
other juice m akes up the white fluid 
fed to the young. 
If the young die 
or are removed during this period 
both parents suffer severely and 
m ay die from the turgid congestion 
of the excessively developed walls 
of the crop. 
Pigeon’s milk also has

order to reduce the danger of infect­ 
ing their children.
